| RIGHTS OF PUBLIC. 

“No one has a property right In an 

office, paramount to the public inter- 


est. When, by his fault or misfor- 
tune, he is no longer able to render 
the services the public interests de- 


mand, he should give way to some one 
who can. An official who is dec 
insane is simply unfortunate, but he 
ceuses to be an official: an innocent 
man who is unjustly convicted of a 
felony is doubly unfortunate, but the 
fact that he may, by means of an 
ultimately succeed in estab- 
innocence, does not en- 
him in the meantime to d on 
to a public office when he is no more 
capable of serving than if he were in- 
sane. The pendeney of the appeal 
does not affect the presumption of 
guilt which arises upon the render- 
ing of the verdict.

County Jail for contempt of court, has 
left unbridged the gap connecting 
Glass with the alleged bribery of the 
ex-Supervisors.

The only 
hope of the prosecution is to show that 
Zimmer is not upholding his constitu- 
tional right in good faith, that, on the 
other hand, his declination to testify 
is due to a desire to assist Glass. If 
Judge Lawlor decides that Zimmer is 
acting in good faith he will not be 
guilty of Contempt of court in refusing 
to testify against Glass. 
LAWLOR EXAMINES ZIMMER. 
Zimmer's change of action is due to 
a reversal in the advice of his attor- 
neys. In the former trial Zimmer 
acted on the advice of William Rix, 
and now he ts making his stand on the 
advice of Attorney Gharies H. Fairall. 
Judge Lawlor himself put Zimmer 
through a rigid examination, but was 
not satisfied and said that the impor- 
tance of the point deserved further in- 
quiry. To this end the court instructed 
the District Attorney to furnish all 
available authorities before it decided 
whether or not Zimmer is acting in 
good faith in refusing to testify on 
these new grounds. 
The prosecution's forces suffered a 
distinct blow when Zimmer refused to 
testify. The witness followed ex-Su- 
pervisor Lonergan on the stand. He 
answered the preliminary questions 
easily, and the prosecution seemed 
buoyant. It appeared that the pros- 
pect of going to jail made Zimmer 
change his mind. Zimmer's refusal 
to testify was not the only surprise. 
. DELMAS CALLED DOWN. 
Judge Lawlor reprimanded Delmas 
severely for repeating, in a suggestive 
tone, a ruling made by the court. 
Judge Lawlor had ‘overruled one of 
Delmas's objections. “Overruled, 
overruled,” whispered Delmas, raising 
his eyebrows in apparent wonderment.

MAY DRAW MORAL. 

Light tackle anglers -readily may 
draw a moral from White's loss of his 
tuna which, although of the yellow-| 
finned variety and spotted after the 
fashion of his kind, was of far greater 
proportions than any the angler had 
yet seen.

TUNA INSURANCE. 

One of the greatest obstactes over- 
come by the light tackle angler is his 
line chafing at the swivel, and it is so 
easy to overcome that it is a wonder 
every angler as not stumbled onto a 
scheme for himself. A dozen methods 
are fully within the tackle rules. 
loop of twenty-one thread line tied in- 
to the nine-strand running line at the 
swivel is recommended by some. 
Others tie a double loop in which there 
are four strands of nine-thread line 
bearing upon the swivel. This could be 
made eight by another doubling, but 
it hardly is mecessary. 

Swivels should be of good-sized wire 
to obviate the probabilltly of cutting. 
Special caré must be given to all nine- 
thread knots. Otherwise they will cut.

COLLEGE OF ORATORY. ; 

The College of Oratory, University | 
of Southern California, was estab- 
lished under the present system in 
the fall of 1903, when Miss Beulah 
Wright was elected dean. The system 
is based upon the Cumnock method, 
founded by Robert McLeun Cumnock, 
L. H. D., director of the School of Ora- 
tory at the Northwestern University 
in Evanston, lil. All of the teachers 
of expression on the factulty have re- 
ceived their preparation at Dr. Cum- 
nock’s school. Miss Marian B. La- 
mont, an unusually strong and ex- 
perienced teacher, has been recently 
elected to the faculty. Miss Lamont 
was for five years instructor in the 

partment of rhetoric and oratory at 
the Wniversity of Wisconsin, an hes 
been for the past year in Europe 
studying and traveling. The student 
has the edvantage of taking English, 
history, „ and other required 
branches under the professors in the 
College of Liberal Arts. Kuglish lan- 
guage ard literature is under the di- 
James Main Dixon, A. M.. 


The courses of study include inter- 
pretation, expression, voice building, 
physical training, debate and extem- 
poraneous speaking, oratory, Shakes- 
peare and dramatic art. Classes in 
expression, debate and oratory are 
tonducted in the preparatory school 
of the College of ‘Liberal Arts and the 
College of Law. The purpose of the 
school is the inteprpetation and ex- 
pression of literature. Pupils’ recit- 
als are given every two weeks, and 
students are required to participate in 
them that they may gain confidence. 
Faculty recitals are given cach semes- 
ter by the Instructors inthe school or 
by artists from outside.

Central West Concern Dealing 
in Meats Installs an Establishment 
Costing $125,000—Extensive Storage 
and Refrigerating Facilities to 
Take Care of Local Prod ucts. 


NEW 


A branch packing-house was opened 
yesterday by Nelson Morris & Com- 
pany at No. 331 Jackson street, which 
cost $125,000. In the,course of the day 
more than 2000 persons visited the 
plant in response to invitations sent 
out by the company. The plant is con- 
sidered one of the best equipped meat 
houses west of Kansas City. The vis- 
tors were shown through the entire 
plant by employés, who explained the 
uses of the various appliances, The 
packing-house was thrown open about 
9 o'clock in the morning and the last 
visitors did not leave until 8 o'clock 
last night. 

The building is constructed of brick, 
three stories in height. The floors are 
of eoncrete, making the plant almost 
fireproof. The use of timber was con- 
fined to doors, sashes and stairways. 

The company had a full stock on 
hand yesterday when the place was 
thrown open for inspection. In fact, 
the visitors saw the employés store 
two carloads of provision which ar- 
rived unexpectedly yesterday morning. 
The provisions were distributed in the 
different coolers, giving the visitors a 
chance to see the plant in operation. 

Fresh meats, canned meats and pro- 
visions are handled in the packing- 
house. It is provided with four large 
eoolers in which beef. mutton, lard, 
canned goods and previsions are stored. 
With a shudder, the visitors entered 
these icy regions and pulled their 
summer clothes close around them. 
The temperature was below freezing. 
The first effect of the cooling atmos- 
phere was very inviting. but it soon

To Revert to Santa Fe Again, Say 
Some, but Local Espee Officials 
Deny !t—Gila Valley Line in Spien- 
did Condition—Nacozari Right of 
Way Dispute.

It is said that the transfer Was made 
under pressure—a part of a trade en- 
tered into with the Harriman interests 
whereby the Santa Fé was to be given 
control of the new through line be- 
tween Phoenix and Mojave, Cal. The 
Southern Pacific, according to rumor, 
contributed the strip of road between 
Bakersfield and Mejgve and between 
Phoenix and Deniing, including the 
Phoenix and Eastern, its extensivn up 
the Gila to San Carios, the Gila Vai- 
dey road thence to Bowie and the 
Southern Pacific thence to the Santa 


it Was to Deming that the Santa Fé 
intended originally to bulld by the es- 
tablishment of the Gila Valley route 
and it is understood that the charter 
of the company gives Deming as the 
final destination. Now there are ru- 
mors that trouble has arisen with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, as 
there has been wiped from the map a 
line which would have been a com- 
petitor to the Southern Pacific if it 
had upon the plans orig - 
inaily wn by Frank Murphy, Santa 
Fé manager in Arizona. 

It is said that complaint has been 
made to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission by mining companies along the 
road, upon whom a much larger freight 
tariff, it is alleged, was put lately by 
the new owners of the Phoenix and 
Kastern.

It is ex- 
pected that extensive machine shops 
will be built at Bowie. 

REPORTED ULTIMATUM. 

An ultimatum is said to have been 
given the Pheips-Dodge Company to 
the effect that if it does not forthwith 
sell its Nacozari road to the Southera 
Pacific, the latter company will build 
a parallel line to Douglas, to connect 
with its own main line by way of 
Pearce and Cochise, and with a branch 
to Bisbee.

Supreme Court Renders Decision 
Which May Be important 
in Future Tax Cases. 

By a decision of the Supreme 
Court, received in this city yes- 
terday, the city of Los Angeles 
wins on a technicality in the 
suit brought against it by the 
Farmers’ and Merchants’ Bank 
to recover $4235.96, an alleged 
illegal tax levy. 

But while the city is sustained 
in its contention by the highest 
court, the decision does not pre- 
clude a new trial. 

Justices McFarland, Henshaw 
and Lorigan joined in a dis- 
senting opinion. The majority 
decision rests on the point that 
the plaintiff failed to allege that 
demand had been made on the 
City Council for the return of 
the money sgid to have been 
paid under protest. 

In April, 1902, the Farmers’ 
and Merchants’ Bank was taxed 
on the amount of its personal 
property and also on $352,997, 
placed in its vaults by the city. 

The bank offered.the amount 
of ite personal property tax 
but at first refused to pay 
$4235.96, the tax upon the money 
belonging to the city which 
happened to be in the bank at 
the time of the tax assessment.

city, to secure the payment of an issue 
of new bonds to that amount, the se- 
curity covering all of the extensive 
properties of the railway company. The 
deed has not yet been placed of record 
and the fact that it has been executed 
has not been officially announced, but 
the report of the transaction comes 
from financiers in position to know 
just what is contemplated in the big 
deal. 

When it was announced several days 
ago that E. H. Harriman was coming 
to Los Angeles for the purpose of in- 


in which he holds a controlling interest, 
the statement was made that this 
financial deal was one of the important 
matters which would receive his con- 
sideration. Whether Mr. Harriman 
will come to this section of the Stato 
before returning East is a matter 
about which even the persons inti- 
mately associated with him in his rail- 
road interests in this vicinity have no 
definite information, for the reason that 
he has made no announcement of what 
he will do after his present outing on 
his extensive game preserves in South-

The presence of Mr. Harriman here 
is not vitally necessary to the con- 
summation of the bond deal, and all 
the arrangements for issuing the new 
bonds of the company have been made 
through his representatives.

He 
told me that they were bound to have 
her, even if they had to wait till she 
was of age. It seems to me that was 
an admission that he knew she was un- 
r age when he went with her and his 
son to get them married. 

I did go to see some one in the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office see about 
prosecuting Griffis, Sr. Nothing came

“My daughter lived as Harold Griffis's 
wife about seven months, and then 
came back to me. Until she came back 
I didn’t know anything about how she 
was getting on. Then she told me of 
neglect and cruelty on the part of her 
husband. The neglect was merciful, 
though it w not intended so. He 
abused her in every way he could.” 

Mrs. Griffis testified that the first 
mention of marriage between her and 
Harold Griffis had been on the day 
before the ceremony took place.

NO FRAUD PROVEN. 


Supreme Court Reverses Judgment 
Against Man Who Secured Release 
from Big Debt for Small Sum. 


Several years ago, Ralph Rogers, 
real estate dealer, banker and pro- 
moter, with a shrewdness worthy of 
David Harum induced Henry Green- 
walt, a collector, to cancel a judgment 
for $2563 in return for a promissory 
note for $100. After a strenuous con- 
test in the courts, the plaintiff suc- 
ceeded in getting his satisfaction of 
— set aside because of alleged 
raud. 

The Supreme Court handed down a 
decision yesterday, ‘reversing the 
lower court and ordering a new trial. 

It held that there was not enough 
evidence of fraud on the part of the 
defendant to warrant setting aside the 
satisfaction of judgment. 

A number of years ago Rogers owed 
a considerable sum to one Judson. 
‘The debt was turned over to Henry 
Greenwalt for collection. He. obtained 
the judgment for $2563. Rogers went to 
Alaska. on his return he represented 
to Judson and Greenwalt that he was 
insolvent. He told them if they would 
ree to give up the judgment which 
could not be collected, he would ve 
them a promissory note for $100. is 
exchange was made and in the court 
records an entry was made “Judgment 
satisfied.”

But a little later, Judson 
heard that Rogers was worth $60,000 
at the time he told his creditors he 
was practically penniless. Judson and 
Greenwalt “hot-footed” it to the 
courts and succeeded in getting that 
satisfaction of judgment removed.

Declines th Endorse Revival of Ca- 
huenga Annexation 
Scheme.

FENDER CASE iS DECIDED IN PO. 
LICE COURT. 


Companies and That Obedience to 
it Would Inconvenience Citizens. 
Husband Tried on Charge of Shoot- 
ing Through Window at Wife. 


Joseph McMillan, general r of 
the Pacific Electric and Los Angeies 
Inter-Urban Railway Companies, was 
yesterday found guilty of violation of 
the fender law by Justice Frederickson. 
The decision was given after the justice 
had consitiered the matter for several 
days.

There are certain points in the law 
that make it hard on the railways, 


‘said Justice Frederickson, yesterday. 


“In the first place, the law compels all 
cars to carry within the city limits, a 
fender of a certain pattern. On high 
speed cars it is dangerous to operate 
them in the country without a cow 
catcher. If the fender law is to be 
obeyed, it will necessitate the stopping 
of each car at the exit from the city, 
the folding up of the fender and tn 
putting on of the cow catcher. Tne 
railways could build stations at the 
city limits and only run their high 
speed cars to that point, requiring citi- 
zens to ride out to the city limits on 
the regular street railway lines and 
then change to suburban cars. In 
either case, confusion would result and 
citizens in a hurry to reach their homes 
or their work would suffer inconveni- 
ence. 
“The chief point advanced by the de- 
tense in this case was that the fran- 
chise on Sixth sfreet is not a city fran- 
chise and is ‘subject only to laws 
governing the county roads. Sixth 
street is a duly registered street of the 
city and all traffic on that thorough- 
fare from the city limits to the end of 
the street must be governed by the laws 
of the city. For that reason the street 
railways represented by Mr. McMillan 
= required to obey the laws of the 
McMillan will appear for sentence 
Wednesday morning and in the mean- 
time, his attorneys will have gcarried 
the case to a higher court.

WATER BOARD. 


Declines th Endorse Revival of Ca- 
huenga Annexation 
Scheme. 


The scheme to get Cahuenga annexed 
to the city of Los Angeles, which was 
turned down at an election a few 
months ago, bobbed up again yester- 
day, when Leonard Cole appeared be- 
fore the Water Board and presented it 
in a revised form. Mr. Cole made a 
long statement of the desires and pur- 
poses of the residents of the district 
adjoining the city on the northwest, 
and of the advantages that ‘would ac- 
crue to the city if the territory should 
be taken in.

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PATRIOTIC OUTBURST. 


In a. thought! moment, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and his Cabinet de- 
cided that it would be a good scheme 
to concentrate in Pacific waters the 
naval strength of the United States, 
as à precaution against surprise by any 
Asiatic péwer that might be indulg- 
ing in dreams of easy conquest, and 
they announced that orders had been 
given to the Atlantic fleet to prepare 
for a reeord-breaking voyage around 
the Horn. They imagined, doubt less, 
that it was their first business to cou- 
sider the welfare of the nation, and 
that it would be better to discourage 
hostile designs by formidable prepara- 
tion for trouble than: to leave the 
Pacific Coast exposed and take risks 
of losing the few ships of the Pacific 
squadron in an unnecessary and avoid- 
able war. 

In their haste, however, they failed 
to take into account a matter of para- 
mount importance—the convenience of 
the labor unioms whose members work 
in eastern dockyards. They forgot 
that the United States navy was 
created and is maintained primarily 
to be repaired by union labor: that it 
exists to give employment to the 
totemite constituents of eastern poli- 
ticlans. Their error has been pointed 
out to them with some asperity by 
Congressmen, who have been aroused 
to proper activity by the vigilant and 
patriotic unions. 

Now that their attention has been 
called to the point, the President and 
his advisers will readily see that if 
all the battleships and cruisers are 
sent to sea, there will be nothing do- 
ing in the navy yards.

CASE DECISION.

Artificial Duck Ponds May Not Le- 
gaily Be Filled from Artesian 
Wells, Uniess Stocked With Fish. 
Orange Grower Liable for Wasting 
Ten Per Cent. of Nature's Fluid. 


All the gun clubs in the State which 
depend upon artesian weils for their 
artificial duck ponds are affected by 
yesterday's decision of the District 
Court of Appeals in the cave of J. I. 
Elam, a foreman for J. Ross Clark. 
Elam was fined in the justice court 
for allowing the waters of an artesian 
well to go to waste on lands near 
the little station of Bixby. Ona writ 
of habeas corpus, George L. Adama, 
attorney for Elam, took the case be- 
fore the Appellate Court. The court 
sustained the lower tribunal in its 
infliction of a fine. The prosecution 
was in the nature of a test of the 
new law, which makes the waste of 
water from flowing wells a miade- 
meanor. 

The Supreme Court will probably be 
asked to pass on the constitutionality 
of the act, which was passed at the 
last session of the Legislature. 

The law contains a number of pro- 
visions which, it is believed, will make 
trouble, not only for gun clubs, but 
also for ranchers. The waters from 
artesian wells may be ailowed to fill 
a pond, if it is to be used for breed- 
ing fish, but if the pond is to be used 
for ducks, the owner of it can be 
prosecuted for maintaining a  nui- 
sance. 

A rancher with an artesian well is 
committing a crime if he allows 10 
per cent. of the water to go to waste.

CAUSE STRIFE. 


SEASIDE FOLK TALK EARNESTLY 
TO SUPERVISORS. 


—-— 


Petition for Northwest Long Beach 
Protection District Denied—Pro- 
ceedings Under New Law Must Be 
Begun—Charges and Counter- 
Charges Frequent. 


“Nothing doing” for the Northwest 
Long Beach Protection District. The 
Board of Supervisors of Los Angeles 
county yesterday turned down the ap- 
plication of petitioners that a com- 
mission be appointed under the old 
State laws. 

Long Beach must begin all over 
again, and under the provisions made 
by the last State Legislature for the 
care of storm water districts, if it 
would aceomplish its purpose. 

Beware of mixing in matters per- 
taining to changing of water courses,” 
was the advice which two of the for- 
mer District Attorneys, now advanced 
to places on the judicial bench, be- 
queathed to the Board of Supervisors; 
and the board keeps this advice in a 
handy place in its office where it can 
be often admired. Yesterday there 
were frequent wild storms of words 
and charges and counter-charges be- 
tween the Long Beach folk, but the 
Supervisors remembered the advice of 
the former District Attorneys, and by 


an unanimous vote denied the petition.. 


Attempts to devise a system to care 
for the storm waters that each winter 
spread out from Cerritos Slough to- 
wards the ocean have caused more 
than the average amount of trouble. 
The matter, in various phases, has 
been before. the Board of Supervisors 
for almost a year. 

Whether the storm waters shall be 
turned back into the old east channel 
of the Los Angeles River, or whether 
the west channel shall be diked and 
broadened to carry off the waters is 
one of the problems. 

Capt. Polhemus, one of the old-tim- 
ers in the Wilmington district, testified 
yesterday to the breaking through of 
the waterway in 1862, and of his em- 
ployment by the Bannings to prevent 
the stream from continuing its outpour 
into the Witmington harbor. 

He said that where for years there 
had been twelve feet of water at the 
Banning wharf, after the storm waters 
had deposited their silt and débris 
there were only four feet of water, 
and lighters could not reach the wharf. 
He brought 300 Indians from the War- 
ner ranch, and they dumped into the 
break 1000 sacks filled with sand, and 
succeeded in turning the water back to 
its eastern course. 

The Bannings and the Southern Pa- 
cific, as well as the Trustees of the city 
of Wilmington, yesterday filed protests 
against the formation of the district, 
unless it could be clearly demonstrated 
that the inner harbor would not be 
damaged by the washing in of silt and 
débris. 

Capt. Amos Fries, United States En- 
gineer, stated that there was no 
doubt that the worst sufferer, if the 
proposed district was formed, 
be the United States, 
would be government propert 

“The whole proposition 
though it is going to take a great 
amount of land down the water way,” 
said Capt. Fries.
